600 EMPLOYEES 
TO LOSE JOBS 


Washington, April 26.—Six hun- | 
dred employees of the bureau of 
engraving and printing, the storm 
center of the present civil service 
ficht, will be discharged Saturday. 
Director Louis A. Hill, in announc- 
ing the lay-off, said that it affects 
all departments and is necessitated 
by falling off of work at the plant 
and the general policy to retrench 
to a pre-war basis, More div- 
charges are to follow, Hill said, 
but politics will have nothing to 
do with it. 

Those employees who will be 
dropped have been notified of their 
dismissal. A general indieation 
had been given last March, Hill 
said, and those falling within the 
three classes from which -the list 
of dismissals was selected were 


given notice. ‘These classes are: 
Married women whose husbands 
are employed; war-time employees 
without civil service status; those 
who on the two-year extension of 
the retirement act will get pen- 
sions.

Washington, April 26.—The state 
ment was made on the floor of the 


house today by Representative Jobn- 
von, republican, South Dakota, that 
it “will later be shown by official 
documents that there are probably 
nundreds of millions of dollars of du- 
plicate bonds in the United States.” 

Prompt denial of the statement was 
made by high treasury officials, who 
declared investigation by Secretary 
Mellon, of the bureau of engraving, 
had disclosed there was no truth in 
reports of the circulation on a large 
seale of counterfeit government securi- 
ties. , 
Challenging the Johnson statement. 
Representative Wingo, Arkansas, dem- 
ocratic member of the house banking 
committee, declared it was calculated 
to cause uneasiness in the country, and 
that he did not believe Mr. Johnson 
ought to make it “unless he can back 
it up as the truth.” Mr. Wingo ex- 
pressed belief that an investigation 
would show that Secretary Mellon, ip 
denying “reckless charges” about the 
existence of duplicate bonds “did not 
lie to the people of the country.” 

Discovered by McCarter. 

As a basis for his charge as to al- 
leged circulation of spurious securt- 
‘ies, Mr. Johnson said that J. W. Me- 
Carter, assistant registrar of the treas- 
ury during the Wilson administration, 
“secured information in the course of 
his duties: which convinced him, that 
there had been enormous duplication 
of government bonds which had been 
printed by the bureau of engraving 
and printing and had gone through 
the office of the registrar of the treas- 
ury. 

“Tt think Mr. McCarter took the 
right attitude when he presented the 
matter first to a distinguished demo- 
cratic senator from my state, and very 
properly presented the matter to the 
assistant secretary of the treasury.”

TARIFF MEASURE 


Washington, April 26.—Summing 
up a three hours’ attack on the pend- 
ing tariff bill today in the senate, 
Senator Simmons, democrat, North 


Carolina, declared that it was his

NORTHERN LOUISIANA 
DECLARED IN DANGER 


Citizens Called to Labor 
Gangs Opposing Spread 
of Waters—Danger Sig- 
nals Broadcast. 


Dallas, Texas, April 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Sixty-three per- 
sons were unaccounted for or known 
to be dead today as a result of the 
floods and one windstorm in Texas in 
the last twenty-four hours. 

The list included: Fort Worth, 47 
missing; Breckenridge, three reported 
drowned ; Grand Prairie, two missing; 
Palmer, two geported drowned; Waco, 
one reported drowned; Sonora, one 
drowned, and Belton, one drowned: 
Mountain Creek, near Cleburne, one 
man reported killed in windstorm yes- 
terday. 


SECTION OF LEVEE 
CAVES IN WEDNESDAY. 


New Orleans, April 26.—A section 
of the Mississippi river levee four 
miles north of Ferriday, La., in Con- 
cordia parish, went out at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, and tonight is flood- 
ing that parish and eventually will 
spread into parts of four other par- 
ishes—Catahoula, Franklin, Avoy- 
elles and Tensas. The territory in the 
vicinity of the crevasse is one of the 
richest farming secnions of Louisiana 
and it is certain that the loss will 
reach into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

The break occurred without warn- 
ing and tonight had widened to two 
hundred feet. Several important towns 
are in the immediate path of the flood 
waters, No loss of Jife had been re- 
ported. | 

Three hundred men with flood fight- 
ing equipment were rushed today to 
Marrero, on the west bank of the 
Mississippi river, opposite New Or- 
leans, and after a hard fight prevent- 
ed what seriously threatened to be 
the first break in the embankments 
in the vicinity of this city. The levee 
at that point is comparatively nar- 
row and has been under the constant 
surveillance of engineers, Serious 
trouble began to develop there last 
night when a crack appeared in the 
earthworks and a cave-in appeared im- 
minent today. Engineers sent put a 
hurried call for help and within an 
hour three hundred men were at work 
blanketing the inside of the levee. 
Engineers declared late today that the 
situation was under control. A break at 
this point would have flooded several 
towns separated from New Orleans by 
the river. 


Crack at Myrtle Grove. 

Reports last night from Myrtle 
Grove, on the west pank of the river 
35 miles below New Orleans, where a 
break occurred last Saturday, stated 
that the ends of the broken levee 
had been tied. This was denied today 
by J. B. Bassich, trustee of the Deer 
Range plantation company, whose 
property was inundated by the cre- 
vasse. He returned from there today 
and declared that the gap was now 


about three hundred feet wide and | 


that * 2 ends were still crumbling. He 
said that a contract had been let to 
a private concern to attempt to close 
the break, but that actual work had 
not been started. 

Efforts of the flood fighters in the 
central stretches of the Mississippi 
were centered tonight at a point seven 
miles south of Hickman, Ky., where 
sloughing in the incline of Reelfoot 
levee occurred today, and south of 
Arkansas City, where caving and sand 
boils have been keeping repair forces 
at work night and day. At other 
points where trouble has occurred 
during the past week, the situation 
was reported by the engineers as “en- 
couraging.” 

Major L. Y. Kerr, United States 
engineer stationed at’ Memphis, after 
receiving reports from the threaten- 
ed section of embankment below Hick- 
man, said that the situation there 
was not “alarming,” and was well in 
hand. 

At Tunica, -Miss., and along. the 
lower end of bvlivar county work is 
continuing night and day on\,toppmg 
and strengthening the levees and en- 
gineers express themselves as confi-

Atlanta had waited a year for the 
debut of Beniamino Gigli. The debut 
was worth the wait, The young Ital- 
ian tenor faced the severest test that 
has ever confronted an artist and he 
won through it, completely and tri- 
umphantly. 

It was a big, gripping, human 
scene down at the auditorium Wed- 
nesday night. An unknown opera, 
Catalani’s “Loreley,” was to  intro- 
duce the young tenor, who a year 
ago, was hailed as the successor of 
Caruso. 

A year ago, Gigli was forced to 
eancel his Atlanta engagement. after 
arriving in the city. Many refused 
to accept the explanation of throat 
trouble, and when Gigli’s name was 
announced as one of the principal 
artists of the 1922 season, it caused 
not a ripple. The peoyde, who had 
been willing to accept him the year 
before were dubious. He would have 
to show them. 

Gigli arrived in Atlanta this year 
ahead of the rest of the stars. Reports 
had come from New York that he-was 
singing in splendid voice. Atlanta 
was going, to find him a sensation. 
“Press agent stuff,” said Atlanta la- 
conically and let it go at thaf. 

Audience Not Inspiring. 

And when Gigli made his entrance 
Wednesday night, if the audieritve 
wasn’t hostile, it was at least impar- 
tially passive, tie worst sort of an 
audience to inspire a singer, There 
was just a faint ripple of applause, 
as he entered. Then a great silence 
of anticipation as he concluded his 
first recitative and went into his 
first aria. 

Not a note of it was familiar. This 
was the first time that “Loreley” had 
been sung in Atlanta. It was the sec- 
ond time it had been sung by the 
Metropolitan. company, but there was 


‘no necessity for familiarity of work. 


There was a familiarity of tone. It 
was the tone of the Southern mocking 
bird, singing hig sweetest morning 
plaint. 

The musie poured from the young 
tenor’s throat. Not an effort, hardly 
a deep breath, just sweetne#s. Every 
note was as true as it was sweet. This 
voice has a marvelous appeal. Gigli 
can work his vocal chords and ma- 
nipulate the heart-strings of his ev- 
ery hearer. His is distinctly a voice 
of sentimentality. It would be a rare 
treat to hear him sing an old love 
ballad. 

Stand in Own Shoes. 

It is manifestly unfair to hail Gigli 
as the successor of Caruso. Caruso’ 
was Oaruso. There'll be no more like 
him probably in this geological age, 
but just the same Gigli is Gigli. He 
can well afford to stand in his own 
shoes. He can well afford to trust his 
fame and fortune to his own voice. 

The last plaintive note of his first 
song had hardly died away before the 
audience had broken out in a thunder 
of applause. It continued to appland 
long after Robert Moranzoni had lift- 
ed his baton to continue the score. 
It was a real demonstration, the big- 


gest of the present season. 
Gigli was palpably pleased. He

thoroughly pleasing. 

The real strength of the produc- 
tioh, when the excellencies of the 
producing artists are forgotten, is the 
overwhelming beauty of its staging.

In Washington 


Waskiagton, April 26.—Plans for 
the erection in Washington of a 
$1,300,000 building as the home of 
the National ‘cademy of Sciences 
and the Nationai Research Council 
and a center for American science 
in all its fields was announced 
by Dr. G. L. Walcott, president 
of the National Academy, at the open- 
ing session of its meeting here. The 
building, which is expected to be 
completed by a year from next fall, 
Dr. Walcott said, is a gift of the 
Carnegie Foundation of New York. 
Facing the Lincoln Memorial in Po- 
tomac park, from the north, the struc- 
ture, it was said, will be of simple 
classical style, rising three stories 
from a broad terrace ind having a 
frontage of 260 feet. 

In additon to serving as a confer- 
ence center for scientists, the insti- 
tution will be designed, it was said, 
as a “mutating museum” of the prog- 
ress of scientific achievement. A 
large auditorium and a lecture room 
on the main floor will be surrounded 
by seven exhibition rooms in which 
the newest scientific discoveries will 
be illustrated for the benefit of. the 
public, 

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the building for the visitors 
will be a coelostat telescope mounted 
on the dome of the rotunda which 
will throw a large image of the sun 
on a white surface and demonstrate 
to the actual vision of the layman 
the natural phenomenon of the sun’s 
spots. He will see the spots change 
in number and form from day to 
day and move across the disc as the 
sun turns on its axis. 

Repeating the celebrated experi- 
ment of Foucault, another phenome- 
non—the rotation of the earth—will 
be shown by a 60-foot pendulum sus- 
pended from the center of the dome. 
Swinging in a long arch, the pendu- 
Inm will mark an invariable direc- 
tior in space, and as the earth and 
the building rotate beneath it this 
will be plainly shown by the steady

Fort Worth, Texas, April 26.— 
Continued reports of dead and miss- 
ing in the flood that has gripped Fort 
Worth for two days, tonight had 
brought the list to 47. A check is 
not yet possible and verification of 
the unofficial reports are held up 
while th. flooded areas are searched 
by rescuers. Only three bodies have 
been recovered. 

The list of injured remained at 29, 
according to reports from the hospi- 
tals. The property loss is estimated 
at $1,000,000. 

The levee board plans to investi- 
gate the reported dynamiting of the 
embankments in several places late 
Monday night as soon as the flood 
waters recede, according to M. L. 
McCain, board ch.wirman. Board 
members, he said, did not believe that 
the water could have torn the holes 
in the levees whichewere pronounced 
in excellent condition recently. 

More than $5,000 hasS been raised 
for the relief of the refugees and food 
and clothing are being distributed. 

Preventive Action. 

Action looking to the prevention of 
future flooding of the city’s utilities 
plants probably will be taken after 
the flood recedes, Mayor E. R. Cock- 
erell stated tonight. Water service 
was made available today when the 
flood water which put the plant out 
of commission yesterday was pumped 
out by the fire department. 

The last report. of the river stage 
was 36 feet, but recession since this 
afternoon was expected to bring it 
down repidly.

NORTHERN LOUISIANA 
DECLARED IN DANGER. 

New Orleans, April 26.—Unless 
northeastern Louisiana responds to 
the appeals of the Tensas Basin and 
southeast Arkansas levee district 
boards for greater numbers of men to 
guard the levees in southeastern Ar- 
kansas, all of northeastern Louisiana 
Is In great danger of being flooded, 
was the message sent to many Louis- 
lana towns by the United States en- 
gineer in charge of the Mississippi 
river flood fighters in Arkansas late 
today. 

In response to this urgent appeal 
Mayor Arnold Bernstein, of Monroe, 
La., issued a proclamation late today 
calling upon every able-bodied man in 
Ouachita parish to lay aside his ewn 
affairs and go immediately to Arkan- 
sas City to assist in fighting the flood. 

Mayor Bernstein also appointed a 
committee composed of sixteen promi- 
nent planters to perform a labor or- 
ganization to assist through the pres- 
ent emergency, and issued a call for a 
mass meeting of citizens of the parish 
to be held at Monroe tomorrow after- 
noon for the purpose of organizing 
labor forces and sending every avail- 
able man to the Mississippi levees. 

Similar appeals were issued in a 
great many other northeastern Lou- 
isiana towns today. Levee board 
heads and engineers declare the situa- 
tion in Arkansas can be held in hand, 
but that the flood is menacing because 
of the inability to keep labor on the 
levees.

MISSISSIPPI FLOOD 
FIGHTERS BUSY. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 26.—Caving 
in river bank in front of the Reelfoot 
levee, seven miles south of Hickman, 
extending the “pocket” at that point 
to the slope of the embankment, drew 
the attention of Mississippi flood 
fighters today to the southern Ken- 
tucky front, but with protective meas- 
ures well under way engineers still 
were confident that the crest now 
moving south of Cairo. would pass 
through the central reaches of the 
waterways without a break in the 
main @abankments. :

Today’s river reports showed the 
water falling at Cairo, but still rising 
at Paducah, on the Ohio. North of 
Cairo the Mississippi is falling at all 
noints, while the Ohio is receding 
north of Paducah with the exception

Mr. Mellon’s letter was in response 
to one from Mr. Coleman submitting 
at the secretary’s request, evidence 
upon which such charges were pub- 
lished in The Plate Printer, a publica- 
tion of the Union Plate Printer Em- 
ployees of the bureau of engraving 
and printing. 

The treasury secretary declared that 
data submitted by Mr. Coleman was 
“entirely misleading’ and “consisted 
of all the counterfeits reported since 
the civil war, including many that 
have never been accepted in circu- 
lation.” 

The receipts of counterfeit currency 
by the secret service, he asserted, 


furnished the most accurate indication | 


of the amount actually in circulation 
‘and he quoted figures comparing the 
amount of counterfeits to the genuine 
issues outstanding for the past five 
years, 

Small Percentage. 

But of the counterfeits coming into 
the possession of the treasury, Mr. 
Mellon explained, only a small part 
represented money actually in circu- 
lation. During the fiscal year 1921, 
he stated, counterfeits to the amount 
of $196,993 were recovered against a 
genuine circulation of -$4.556.328,982 
but of the former sum $108,925 was 
captured before the issues were plac- 
ed in circulation and $73,546 was in 
raised notes, leaving the amount of 
counterfeit notes received from cir- 
evlation during the year only $14,-

Strong Support Pledged 
To Road Bond Campaign 


Athens, Ga., April 26.—(Special.) 
Moving with cyclonic sweep across 
the state in a northeasterly direction 
the storm of enthusiasm in favor of 
the good roads bond issue, which last 
week centered in Bainbridge, where 
representatives from 93 counties, in 
attendance upon the state conventio 
of commissioners of roads and revfe 
nues indorsed the proposed $75,000,- 
000 road bond issue, today found its 
center in Athens, where the commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues of the 
eighth congressional district were as- 
sembled for their annual convention, 
and indorsed the bond issue practical- 
ly without a dissenting vote. 

No more enthusiastic meeting has 
been held in the interest of the bond 
issue and no more representative 
gathering could be assembled in the 
state than those from the connties 
comprising the eighth district. . Every 
county in the district was represented 
not only by its commissioners of roads 
and revenues, but representatives and 
senators also were in attendance and 
showed their interest in the presen- 
tation of the bond plan that they 
were heartily in sympathy with the 
movement, many of them expressing 
themselves as supporting the measure. 

Howard Speaks. 

Judge J. H. Howard, attorney for 
the highway board, made the principal 
address. He went into the matter of 
the necessity of the bond issue and 
said that it was the only plan thus 
far advanced that seemed to meet the 
needs of the state in financing the 
highway system. Judge Howard paul 
glowing tribute to Dr. C. M. Strahan, 
the first chairman of the highway 
board, under whose direction the en- 
tire system of roads was charted. 
Dr. Strahan lives in’ Athens. Tribute 
was also given to Engineer Slack, 
of the highway department, who is 
responsible for all the bridges built 
on the state highway system. Engi- 
neer Slack ig a native Georgian, grad- 
uate of the state university, and ac- 
cording to Judge Howard is recogniz- 
ed as one of two or three outstanding 
bridge engineers in the United States. 
Under Mr. Slack’s direction, Georgia 
last year built one-seventh of all the 
bridges constructed in the United 
States on the system of federal aid 
roads, 

W. R. Neel, state highway engineer, 
explained the federal law and its ap- 
plication to Georgia’s constitutional 
limitations as they now exist. 

Appeals for Support. 

T. G. Farmer, director of the Geor- 
gia Good Roads association, made a 
strong appeal for the bond issue, ex- 
plaining that all the good roads as- 
sociation was asking in the bond leg- 
islation was such an amount as could 
be retired in 30 years by the gaso- 
line tax and automobile license fees. 
He said if the opponents of the bond 
plan would advance a better plan than 
this, the Good Roads association was 
ready to support it. 

Emmett Williams, representative 
from Walton county, said he and his 
county were solidly behind the bond 
movement. 

H. H. Hampton, of Colbert, chair- 
man in Madison county for the Cal- 
houn highway, expressed himself as 
in favor of the bond plan.

J. M. Hodgson, of Athens, member 
of Clarke county board of commis- 
sioners almost since its organization, 
is one of the most entnusiastic sup- 
porters of the bor ~ issue. 


Judge George C. Grogan, judge of 
the city court of Elberton, was an- | 
other enthusiastic booster for the. 
good roads movemert. Judge Grogan | 
said “I regard this as a great day 
for the eighth district. Impetus has 
been given here today to a movement 
that I regard as the greatest under- 
taken by this state within our day 
and I hope and trust it will sweep 
the state with the degree of enthusi- 
asm which the movement deserves.” 

One of the most contrete illustra- 
tions of what good roads mean to a 
community was made by L. H. Smith, 
commissioner from Elbert county, 
who stated that ‘he lived four miles 
out of Elberton and that since a 
good road had heen put past his place 
he had been able to save in the up- 
keen and operation of his car in one 
year’s time exactly $250. He said 


he had kept an account that showed 
this saving in one year’s time on a 
four-mile stretch of road. 

Senator G. M. Bond, of Bowman, 
said “I favor everything that has 
been said here today in favor of the 
$75,000,000 bond issue. It* is the 
best thing that could happen to our 
state.” 

Renresentative Whitvorth. of Mad- 
ison county, also expressed his hearty 
aproval of the issue. J. Y. Swift, 
chairman of the bond commission of 
Elbert county, said he regarded the 
bond issue as the best thing that the 
peoplé could support. Frank Ballard, 
of Covington, was another strong 
supporter of the bond movement. 

Probably the most interested and 
enthusiastic good roads : ‘vocate at 
the meeting, however, was Dr. Stra- 
han, who served the state highway 
board as its first chairman.

pacity for great affection and gen- 
erous emotion, its aptness for com- 
mand; above all its constancy, that 
virtue above all virtues, without 
which no people can long be either 
great or free—after all, the fruit 
of this vine has a flavor net to be 
found in other gardens.” 

“Nearly six decades have passed 
since the fiag of the confederacy was 
furled,” the ex-governor said. “Its 
followers recked not the eost nor 
shrunk from the result. In advance, 
they knew the vast superiority of 
numbers with which they had to ¢on- 
tend, and the great resources of their 
antagonists. They believed they were 
right and for their cause they were 
willing to enter their struggle. 

“The ancestors of these men had 
framed the bill of rights and had writ- 
ten the Constitution of the® United 
States. Not a page in the glorious

history of the republic but bore the 


imprint of those whose blood flowed 
in southern veins. 
Defended Principles. 

“In the halls of congress, southern 
statesmen had advocated and defended 
the principles upon which the govern- 
ment was founded. ‘Their people at 
home were educated in statecraft, and 
loved their country with a passion 
born of intelligence and devotion. 

“With the southern people were 
unwritten laws that bound conscience 
and conduct which no statues could 
reach. The severest penalty of ostra- 
cism visited those who violated the 
higher code of ethics but took care to 
come within the law. 

“These southern people exalted wo- 
manhood and endowed her with a 
grace and charm that lent a radience 
to civilization—but in attaining the 
virtues with which she was credited, 
she developed a strength and nobility 
that equaled the courage and fortitude 
of her husband when he left her for 
the dread fields of war. 

“And next to the women, the de- 
votion of the southerner was to jus- 
tice and fair dealing. He could take 
no unfair advantage of his antagonist 
in conflict, nor would he singly, or 
eollectively, be unfair in civic life. 
The benefits of government were in 
common and its burdens were like- 
wise a common lot.”

The speaker praised the plan of the 
memorial associations of the south ts 
complete the Jefferson Davis meworial ' 
in Kentucky. 

“The memorial associations have 
claimed it as their right to complete 
the tribute the veterans have begun. 
They mean to ask no donations and 
propose no concerted effort to provide 
the means. Every dollar which enters 
into the expression of a people’s devo- 
tion and gratitude shall be a free-will 
offering. 

“May I not speak for the posterity 
of those whose sires would have re- 
garded no cause more holy? Lincoln 
has his monument in the capital of 
the nation; Grant has his memorial 
on a commanding eminence overlook- 
ing the Hudson in the great metropo- 
lis of the country. In the populous 
cities of the north and east are last- 
ing tributes to their great generals 
who returned with their triumphant 
armies to receive all the rewards that 
victory could bestow.

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MISSING PLANE 


FOUND ON ISLAND 


Miami, Fla.,-April 26.—The sea- 
plane Santa Maria, missing since © 
o’clock Monday, when it left Key 
West for Nassau, was found shortly 
before ndon today at Williams island, 
in the Bahama group, by the navy 
seaplane F-5-L, out of Miami. The 
F-5-L and four other naval planes 
were ordered out-to search for the 
lost commercial plane by Commander 
Albert C. Read, of NC-4 fame, who 
arrived in Miami, Sunday, with the 
flotilla en route from Guantanamo 
bay, Cuba, to Hampton Roads. 

First word of the finding of the 
plane was received a few minutes 
later by wireless from the F-5-L 
to the mine sweeper Sand Piper, 
mother ship of the fleet of planes 
at anchor in the harbor here. 

All on board the Santa Maria were | 
reported safe and well. ‘The three 
passengers had gone on to Nassau by 
a small boat, while the two pilots 
and mechanician remained on the 
plane, 

According to radio, the Santa 
Maria encountered unusually heavy 
winds on the trip out from Key 
West and was compelled to use so 
much gas in combatting the gale that 
it was forced down on Williams is- 
land at 1:30 Monday afternoon. It 
made a safe landing but, being with- 
out wireless no word of its plight 
could be sent out.

Forms for Meeting 
Income and Protit 
Tax Returns Ready 


Forms for making income and prof- 
its tax returns for corporations for 
the fiscal year ending 1922 may be 
had on request at the. office of the 
collector of internal revenue, accord- 
ing to J. T. Rose, collector. In con- 
nection with the matter, the follow- 
ing statement was issued: 

Attention is called to the fact that that 
portion cf the fiseul year embraced in the 
year 1921 is payable at the old rate, and 
the remaining portion of the year em- 
braced in 1922 will be at the new rate. 
Excess ypiofit taxes have been repealed in 
so far us 1922 is concerned, but were in 
existence and must be taken into considera- 
tion for that part of the return embraced 
in 1921--the excess profit tax being in ef- 
fect up to and including December 31, 1921. 

‘The Jast day for filing a return on a fis- 
cal yea: basis is in all cases the fifteenth 
day of the third month following the close 
of the fiscal year. The penalty for failing 
to make a return on time is not more than 
$1,000 and an addition 25 per cent of the 
full amount of tax. Tailing to pay 
when due, 5 per cent of the tax due 
plus interest at the rate of 1 per cent per 
month until paid, is the penalty. 

‘Each corporation is especially requested 
to preserve and heve available for inspec- 
tion by ihe revenue officers complete work- 
ing paj“cs showing the following:

THE DEADLY CROSSING. 

Vice President H. W. Miller, of 

the Southern railway, has an- 
nounced, says a Washington dis- 
patch, “that owing to the large 
number of casualties that are oc- 
curring on grade crossings each 
month and to assist further in com- 
munity safety, the Southern will 
enter whole-heartedly in the care- 
ful crossing campaign which will 
be conducted’ throughout the coun- | 
try during the summer months.” 
It is to be hoped that every other 
railroad system in the country will 
follow the Southern in its attitude 
toward this proposed nation-wide 
movement to reduce the deplorable 
human life toll that is exacted each 
year by the deadly grade crossing. 
The intersections of railroad and 
highway are constant sources of 
danger to life and limb, and scru- 
pulous care on the part of vehicle 
drivers alone can make them even 
reasonably safe. 

The motorist who is constantly 
thoughtful of his safety and that of 
his passengers, and who heeds the 
time-honored and wise injunction 
to “stop, look, listen” before driv- 
ing onto a railroad track is the one 
most likely to reach his destina- 
tion. 

All users of the highways should 
constantly bear in mind the truth 
that “eternal vigilance” at grade 
crossings is the price of human 
life, 

Until they do that, the railroad 
grade crossings will continue to 
claim their annual quota of pre- 
cious humanity, despite all the 
physical safeguards that can be 
erected. 

The grade crossing hazard can 
be reduced to the vanishing point; 
but that happy development can 
be brought about only by a pro- 
tracted and intensive campaign of 
education. 

For such a campaign as that pro- 
posed for the coming summer to be 
successful, requires co-operation 
between the public and the rail- 
roads—co-operation such as that 
promised on behalf of the South- 
ern by its vice president.

“The Core of the Earth” 


(From Manchester Guardian Weekly) 
Lecturing on “Earth Movements” at 
the Royal Institution Prof. J. W. 
‘Bvans said many interesting things 
that will be new to the laity. He ex- 
plained that the surface of the earth 
is in a continual state of movement. 
Besides the passage of earthquake 
waves the surface is continually be- 
ing traversed by a succession of minor 
vibrations called microseisms. These 
pass any given¢point at fairly regular 
intervals of between five and eight 
seconds, and have been recorded far 
inland in Russia and Germany. 

Mr. J. J. Shaw of West Bromwich 
has also obtained records of them in 
England. It is now fairly well-estab- 
lished that these earth ripples are vi- 
brations produced by the arrival of At- 
lantic rollers on exposed coastlines 
several hundred miles away. 

Professor FEivans explained that 
earthquake waves travel not only on 
the earth’s surface, but that they also

Washington, April 26.—(Special.) 
Don’t assume, gentle reader, that be- 
cause the world war foreign debt com- 
mission—lI believe that’s the name of 
it—bas organized, and in the parlance 
of the street, “gotten down to busi- 
ness,’ this “government is going 
to collect any appreeci ble portion of 
that twelve billion dollars due it any 
time soon. 

Not on your life! 

. . ~ 


Fact is, it is doubtful—framed up 
as is the commission—that it will ever 
actually collect any of it. 

It may sometime, and through some 
process of having the obligations eyi- 
denced by bonds, be able to collect 
some of the interest; and perhaps be 
able to carry, due to such evidences 
of indebtedness, in the asset column 
of this government’s financial state- 
ment, the “items” as liquid, or ac- 
ceptable ‘resources. 

But in plain English, with the 
vaguely possible exception of the debt 
of Great Britain, the other nations 
obligated to the United States do not 
expect at any time soon, if ever, to 
pay any substantial amounts on the 
principal, and not even upon the ac- 
cruing interests if they can possibly 
escape doing so. 

It’s a problem that our children’s 
children will be wrestling with. un- 
less, in the meanwhile, in the chang- 
ing tides of a popular government, we 
get tired of sending good money after 
bad, and kiss the whole thing good- 
bye. and forget about it. 

That is very likely what will hap- 
pen sooner or later. 

And all of this talk about paying 
a soldier bonus from the proceeds of 
foreign debt refunding is buncombe, 
pure and simple. 

In the exigencies of party politics 
—to which every governmental in- 
fluence, unfortunately, bows—it is not 
improbable that the majority in con- 
gress may seek to fool the people 
into believing that the proposed bonus 
demand upon the treasury can be 
met by some refunding scheme, tak- 
ing Great Britain as a basis, because 
she is the richest and most resource- 
ful debtor, and holds her credit stand- 
ing more sacredly than do the others.

, Just how long the immunizing ef- 
fect of this bacteria lasts is still un- 


certain, but we know from various 
observations that the protective effect 
lasts at least three years. 

There could scarcely be a more con- 
vincing demonstration of the great 


remedial value of vaccines and serums 
than the complete statistics thus pre- 
sented by the United States govern- 
ment authorities: 

Deaths from typhoid fever in the 
world war, 213. 

Deaths that would have occurred 
had the civil war rate obtained, 51,133. 

Deaths that would have occurred 
had the Sapnish war rate obtained, 
638,164 

The immunization conferred by the 
hypodermic injection of typhoid bac- 
teria (measured numbers of the ty- 
phoid bacilli killed by heat) is oniy 
relative, not absolute. Of 4,000,00U 
troops immunized, 213 succumbed to 
typhoid fever nevertheless, and there 
were only 2,328 cases of typhoid fever 
treated in the army during the entire 
war. The immunization is only rela- 
tive, but so is the immunization 
against smallpox conferred by vaccina- 
tion and the immunization against 
diptheria conferred by toxin-antitoxin 
and the immunization against thieves 
conferred by pocket or household ar- 
tillery. 

Protection against typhoid fever is 
worth having in civil life, particularly 
by these classes: 

1. Nurses and. pupil nurses and 
nurses’ aids. 

2. Commercial travelers who visit 
small towns or rural districts. 

3. Families planning to go to the 
country on vacation. 

4. Everybody in a ecommunity 
where typhoid fever is epidemic. 

5. All persons who have been or are 
likely to be in close association or con- 
tact with one ill of typhoid fever. 

6. All persons who drink water from 
shallow wells within shout of human 
hab?ftation, or from any wa'ter supply 
system that is not vouched for by the 
local health department. 

The prophylactic is usually admin- 
istered in three small doses, ordinary 
hypodermic injections, about a week 
apart. Only exceptionally is there a 
day of malaise or headache after the 
first dose; as a general rule there is 
no discomfort associated with being 
immunized. Every doctor employs this 
protective immunization, and if you 
are included in-any of the classes men- 
tioned it wonld be wise for you to 
avail yourself of this protection now.

Catching Many Fish. 

Albany, Ga., April 26.—(Special.) 
Fishermen of Albany and vicinity 
have been making some remarkable 
eatches during the past week, owing 
to an unusual combination of circum- 
stances. 

Kinchafoonee and Muckalee creeks, 
which unite two miles above Albany, 
and, after flowing a distance of a halt 
mile together, pour their waters into 
Flint river, are two of the finest fish- 
ing streams in Georgia. Natural con- 
ditions for good fishing were greatly 
improved some years ago when a dam 
was built to impound the waters of 
the creeks for a power plant, and the 
streams have long been a fisherman's 
paradise. 

Nearly two weeks ago the gates of 
the dam were opened in order to run 


off the water to enable the G., §. W. 


& G. railroad to make repairs to its 
bridge, which is a_ short’ distance 
above the dam. This let the’ waters 
of Kinchafoonee and Muckalee back 
into their natural banks for the first 
time in about 17 years. A great many 
fish were carried through the gates 
into the river, but enough remained 
to cause the waters within the natural 
banks fairly to teem with black bass, 
bream, perch and other food fish. 


Urge Women to Register. 

Albany, Ga., April 26.—(Special.) 
The women of Dougherty county are 
being appealed to to register. Mrv, 
R. D. Mills, chairman of the women’s 
democratic executive committee, has 
issued a statement urging women to 
go to the office of the tax collector 
and qualify for participation in this 
year's elections. 

She explains the requirements of 
the registration law, and reminds the 
women that"nany important questions 
probably will come before the voters 
of the county before the end of the 
year.

Hold Corn, Is Advice. 

Americus, Ga., April 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—“Hold your corn and sell it for 
a dollar a bushel—on the hoof,” is the 
advice George O. Marshall is giving 
Sumter county farmers. This advice 
is based upon the result of the feed 
test just concluded here. A number 
of hogs fed by Marshall 50 days 
gained 4.650 pounds, the feed used 
being 358 bushels of corn and 1,000 
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pounds tankage. For each pound of 
corn fed, the hogs gained 4.31 pounds, 
and for tankage, .21 was gained for 
each pound consumed. 

The gain per day for each hog dur- 
ing the feeding period was'1.4 pounds, 
and the cost of tankage $60 per ton. 
The weight ef the entire lot at the 
beginning of the feeding period’ was 
10,025 pounds, which compares witb 
14,675 pounds at its completion. 

In computing the profit as a result 
of the test, Marshall allowed no pre- 
mium for “hard meat,” such as is gen- 
erally paid by packers for corn-fed 
hogs in this market. 


Would Open Market. 

Americus, Ga., April 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An organization to purchase 
diversified farm products is being pro- 
moted by the Americus and Sumter 
County Chambers of Commerce.

‘There have already been cir- 
culated in the county petitions ask- 
ing for clemency, and these have 
been signed by a number of persons. 
It is understood that the members of 
the jury which convicted Riley are 
among the signers. 

Riley was convicted of assaulting 
a 10-year-old white girl within the 
city limits of Albany. The child was 
in a pitiful condition when found by 
her mother, and her testimony at Ri- 
ley’s trial could not be shaken. The 
accused man was under the influence 
of liquor when arrested shortly after 
aor crime. He has stoutly denied his 
guilt. 

Glenn Moore Hudson, whose case 
is one of the best known in the 
state, has ben under deat’ sentence 
nearly seven months for the murder 
of his two little stepsons, Robert and 
Isaiah Temple. His case is now in 
the supreme court, and the condemned 
man anxiously awaits report of that 
tribunal’s finding. His wife, . whose 
trial and acquittal closely followed his 
own conviction, has left the vicinity, 
and her vehereabouts are not known. 
She accused Hudson of the murder 
of her children, but was forbidden 
oe Georgia law to testify at his 
trial. 

There has been but one execution 
of a white man in the history of 
Dougherty county. W. J. Glaser, a 
watchmaker, having been hanged 
nearly 30 years ago for the murder 
of his wife.

genius of Verdi in any of his periods. 

The score is a sort of natural se- 
quence of the suggestion which a cowm- 
poser, lacking in originality but skill- 
ed in workmanship, would uncon- 
scio .sly derive from conventions estab- 
lished by such a dominating influ- 
ence as Verdi, and inevitably affected 
at the same time by the icvnoclasm 
of Wagner.

story and there was at least one op- 
portunity for one of those great en- 
semble scenes in which the company 
reached its own surpassing standards 
in stage setting, costuming and musi- 
cal power; this the episode of the in- 
terrupted wedding. 


parisons made by eritics of the New

There were seldom any in 
the audiences at my lectures, and for 
the most part the flapper, in the 
American sense of the word, is of the 
schoolgirl age (though often she is 
employed) and, of course, would find 
little to interest her in anything I 
mizht say. 

With us at home, the word “flap- 
per” means originally (and that was 
before the war) what Americans at 
that time called sub-<debs. The word 
obviously comes from the analogy of 
a young bird, and as young girs a 
few years ago in America were called 
“chickens,” the adoption of the re- 
strictive word “flapper” was logical.

Lesson No. 27 
REACTANCE AND IMPEDANCE 

The steady flow of direct current in a circuit encounters only the 
ordinary or ohmic resistance of the circuit. When an alternating cur- 
rent flows in a circuit, it meets with another form of resistance known 
as REACTANCE. If the circuit in which an alternating current flows 
contains a coil of wire, the interlinkage of the magnetic lines of force 
of any one of the turns, with adjacent turns, causes a counter-_elec- 
tromotive force to be developed which opposes the impressed electro- 
motive force and consequently retards the flow of current. If the 
current decreases, however, the counter-electromotive force opposes 
the decrease and tends to maintain the original flow of current. 

As previously explained, this opposition is due to self_induction 
and the resistance which it offers to the flow of current is known as 
reactance. In addition to the ohmic resistance, we, therefore, have a 
retarding factor in an alternating current due to the reactance and the 
combined effect of these two resistances is known as impedance. The 
regctance due to inductance is known as inductance reactance. 

Another form of reactance makes itself known when an alternating 
current flows in a circuit containing a condenser. If the voltage in 
an alternating circuit is impressed upon a completely discharged con- 
denser, current will flow, and the voltage of the condenser will increase 
until it is equal to the impressed voltage of the circuit. When the 
counter-electromotive force of the condenser becomes equal to the 
impressed voltage of the circuit, the flow of current will cease. If the 
impressed voltage is decreased, the condenser will discharge and the 
counter.electromotive force will cause a current to flow in an opposite 
direction to the original current. : 

The form of reactance occasioned by the counter-electromotive 
force of a condenser is known as capacity reactance. The combined 
resistance of a circuit containing ohmic resistance and capacity react- 
ance is the impedance of the circuit. Impedance in a circuit, therefore, 
is the resultant effect of combining either inductance, reactance or 
capacity reactance, or both, with the ohmic resistance of the circuit. 

It is important to note that the counter_electromotive force devel- 
oped by the self-induction of a coil of wire has an opposite effect to 
the counter-electromotive force developed by a condenser, the former 
tending to prolong the current and the latter having the opposite effect. 
The inductance reactance of a coil of wire also acts in an opposite 
manner to the capacity reactance of the condenser and these two re- 
actances tend to neutralize each other. If the amounts of inductance 
reactance and capacity reactance are so adjusted in an alternating 
current circuit as to exactly neutralize each other, the only resistance 
offered to the flow of current is the ohmic resistance of the circuit.

Writer Ranks Henry Grady 
As Second Qnly to Webster 


Among America’s Orators 


_ Warm praise of the oratorical abil- 
ity of Henry W. Grady, former editor 
of The Constitution, is contained in 
an article contributed to The Holy- 
oke, Mass., Transcript by John A. 
Callahan, for thirty-five years prin- 
cipal of the Highlands district schools 
of Holyoke and well known for phil- 
anthropic work he has done in recent 
years. Mr. Callahan compares Grady 
to Daniel Webster and other great 
American orators and ranks Grady 
second only to Webster as a construc- 
tive public speaker and statesman. 

Mr. Callahan is a deep student of 
American history and statesmanship, 
and has made a particular study of 
the work of the great public speakers 
of the country. In _ philanthrophic 
work which he has umertaken re- 
cently he is aiding students to obtain 
education at Amherst, Mount Holy- 
oke and Smith colleges. Recently he 
gave $50,0V0 for this cause and has 
been active for many years in enlist- 
ing the interest of men of wealth 
throughout the country to establish 
scholarships in leading educational in- 
stitutions. 

In his article on orators printed 
in the Holyoke newspaper he dis- 
cusses the careers of Daniel Webster 
and Henry Grady and also discusses 
the work of the late Senator Hoar, of 
Massachusetts; Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts; former Governor Me- 
Call, of Maine; ‘Thomas’ Brackett 
Reed, of Maine, and Edward Everett. 

Recalls Grady’s Speech. 

After praising the ability of Web- 
ster and reviewing his career Mr. Cal- 
lahan discusses the career of Grady 
as follows: 

“IT am trying to prepare the way 
for placing Henry Grady as the sec- 
ond orator of high rank in our coun- 
try’s history. Many citizens of Holy- 
oke went to Boston in December, 
1889, when Grady, then editor of The 
Atlanta Constitution, was the orator 
celebrating the anniversary of the 
Pilgrim fathers. He was already the 
orator of the south, but after the Bos- 
ton address his fame was national and 
his fame as an orator was on a firm 
foundation. He died of pneumonia in 
two days after he reached his south- 
ern home and the whole’ country 
mourned the loss of the great man 
who died in the prime of his manhood 
as the supreme orator of the south. 
I made a detour in my recent journey 
to Florida in order that I might pass 
through Atlanta and see the superb 
monument to Grady—the bronze 
statue on a high pedestal which the 
city erected in honor of the man who 
shed lustre on Georgia and the south. 
Three simple words on the monu- 
ment tell the story—‘Journalist, Ora- 
tor, Patriot.’ , : 

“A second inscription says this: 
‘He did not seek and would not ac- 


cept public office. The south has 
honored Grady and in honoring him 
has indorsed the policy which he 
claimed must govern the relations of 
the north and south with each other. 


‘That position was as follows: The 
south must accept the results ‘of the 
war and carry them out in good faith 
and in good spirit, and when they 
are doing this it is demanded of the 
north that this good spirit and good 
work must be recognized and appre- 
ciated in a way worthy of the men 
who have made New England famous 
as the cradle of our liberties. 
Webster-Grady Parallel. 

“Grady’s great address at Boston 
was almost entirely free from mannu- 
script reading and could be truly 
ealled an oration in every sense of 
the word. I think there is no other 
man in our entire history who has 
so good a claim to be placed in the 
same class with Webster, the adopted 
son of Massachusetts who now sleeps 
his long sleep at Marshfield-by-the- 
Sea. 

“It is singular that each man se- 
cured national fame at the same age, 
38 years. Webster was born in 1752 
and delivered his first great oration 
at Plymouth in 1820. Even if he had 
died this year his fame would have 
heen secure.

Both men have been honored 
by etatues in the eapitals of their 
states. Webster’s statue is in front 
of the statehouse in Boston. Grady’s 
statue is a. the crossing of two crowd- 
ed streets in Atlanta. Webster was 
a lawyer by profession, easily the 
leader of the American bar. Grady 
was a journalist and made The At- 
lanta Constitution the great news- 
yaper of the south. 

Both Stood for Unity. 

“Both of these men after al] had 
the same mission. Webster in his 
generation was the supreme figure 
that brought the people to feel that 
we must have national -unity, that

Grady’s greatness was shown by 
the fact that he became as much loved 
in the north as he was in the south. 
These two men must be judged by 
their mission and the way that they 
served in its accomplishment. As the 
generations pass by us and our na- 
tion’s work is reviewed I think we 
will more clearly see that these two 
erators shine like stars above the 
others and surpass them in power to 
move and sway great masses of men 
as the winds move the sea. 

“TI am not sorry that I went through 
Atlanta and saw the fine monument 
in honor of the immortal Grady. 1 
had a very pleasant visit with his 
son, Henry W. Grady, Jr., head of 
an engraving company, who is al- 
ways pleased to see those northern 
people who are appreciative of his 
distinguished father.”
